Vovld statesmen and diplomats now 
meeting in 'VVashlngtoa, was Tory 
lirgely brought about by an almost 
universal,expression ot public senti- 
ment which demanded that something 
definite be done in tlio direction ot 
f topping the sinful waste ot war 
When the conference convened and 
President Harding and Secretary 
Hughes thrilled the world with, tteir 
'.frank, clear-cut statements ot the ob- 
'. ects desired to be accomplished, the 
jubllc gave unanimous and heaity ap- 


During the sessions ttje members of 


:h» conference have given evidences o£ 
i desire to make possible n realization 
3t the hopes of tho people that the 
conference will take measures that 
will relieve them of the burdens and 
frightful cost of war and make It Im- 
possible for nations hereafter to re- 
tort to arms In the battlement of dis- 
1 putns. As the deliberations of the con- 


ference have been prolonged, and Us 
progress lias been less rapid than 
many persons thought it sho'uld be, 
there have been Indications that there 
has been a waning of interest in the 
proceedings and tho ultimate attain- 
ment of tho objects sotisht. 


This is more than unfortunate 
It 


Is almost perilous when it is remem- 
bered that without sustained public 
interest in the conference, and adher- 
ence to the demand that concrete 
things be done in the Interests of per 
manent world peace. If interest of 
the public begins to lag .there'is the 
danger that tho delegates comprising 
the conference 'will .forget some of the 
Idealism which they early and BO dis- 
Intei^stedly proclaimed and will allow 
themselves to be moro or loss Influ- 
enced by tho jriore sordid motives ol! 
national or p'olltlcal advantage. 


"For these reasons," says, an nppeal 


issued by tbe 'Federal Council of tho 
Churcliei of Christ in America. "It is 
especially necessary that the common 
people of the world continue to take 
an interest in tho conference and its 
actions. If they let up, the croakors 
and pessimists nnd militarists maj 
cause the conforcnce to fall in Import- 
ant particulars." 


Toe conference should Hot fail in 


any particular. It will not if tho peo- 
plo are unyielding a'tid porslitimt In 
their demand that the full objects oJF 
the gathering be accomplished.

Irish patriot In 1803 delivered his 
famous speech ending \rttlh a pcroru-

cps among the nations ot the earth, 


:hen, and not until then, lot my epi- 
taph be •written." 
Robert Emmet's epitaph -may soon 


be written. Under tho treaty -which 
now awaits ratification by th0 Dail 
Kireann and tho British Parliament, 
Ireland becomes practically an auto- 
nomous nation, a "free etatu," with a 
government modeled upon tho dortiln-

Weights Found Constant. 


The atomic weights of the elements 


are described as the relative weights 
in which thene elements combine with 
each othar to form the countless sub- 
atuKes of which the universe Is con- 
structed. These weights have usually 
been found to be amazingly constant. 
Silver from ull parts of the world and 
from many different ores has always 
the same atomic weight. Goppsr from 
Ktarope is identical in this respect with 
that mined under the bottom of Lake 
Superior. 


Frof. Baxter's work long since proved 


that iron and nickel which foil from 
the sky in meteorites coming from the 
•paces far beyond the earth's orbit 
have exactly the efixno atomic weights 
a* Iron and nickel from the earth, a 
/aet cited Us indicating in one respect,- 
at least, the unity of the universe.
